HB 1337: ABILL for an Act to create and enact subsection 5 of section 57-15-17 of the North
Dakota Century Code, relating to the authority of a school district to transfer funds
from the building fund to another political subdivision; and to amend and reenact
subsections 6 and 9 of section 15.1-09-33 of the North Dakota Century Code,
relating to the powers of a school board.

Was read the first time and referred to the Political Subdivisions Committee.

Rep. Trottier introduced:
HB 1338: A BILL for an Act to create and enact a new subsection to section 4.1-33-16 and a
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new section to chapter 4.1-33 of the North Dakota Century Code, relating to the
waiver of certification requirements during a declared state of emergency and an
exemption to certification requirements for antimicrobial pesticides; and to amend
and reenact section 4.1-33-01 of the North Dakota Century Code, relating to the
definition of antimicrobial pesticide.
